Cedarville citizens were aroused 
about two-thirty o’clock, by an ex­ 
plosion. and due to previous rob­ 
beries in the vicinity, attention was 
immediately turned 
to

office. The fir© hell 
of the village 
was rung, and the citizens armed. 
with rifles, and shot guns, were on 
th© alert. 
Confer was the first, aroused by 
the noise of the 
attempted 
bur­ 
glary, t° open fire on the 
bandit. 
Wakened by his wifle, 
who 
had 
been aroused, by hammering 
from 
the direction of the post office and , 
who

when she saw the burglar emerge ■ 
from the building and then reenter

Confer hastily procured a shot gun 
i 
and fired at the building across the I 
street from his home. As the rob- ) 
her appeared in the doorway and

fer, who had substituted a 22 cali­ 
bre rifle for the shotgun, fired at 
the fleeing man. It was this bullet 
which took effect that resulted in 
the capture of the man a few min­ 
utes later.

Miley kept running, with aeWeiral 
men in pursuit, until he came to 
tho railroad tracks, 
and 
turned 
down what is known as “R at Row.” 
Clarence Deck, who lives in the 
neighborhood, noticing 
the 
com­ 
motion, started to run toward the 
cento.* of town, meeting the alleg­ 
ed' robber on the corner. “I’m shot,” 
Miley told Deck when he 
reached 
him, and was too weak to comply 
with Deck's command to throw up 
his hands. Deck brought th©, cap­ 
tured man to the Cedarville, sta­ 
tion house, where Dr. M. I. Marsh, 
local physician, was called to dress 
his wounds, and Sheriff Funderburg 
of Xenia, was called to take 
the 
man to the county jail in this city. 
Dr. Marsh upon examining the man, 
said that the bullet from the rifle 
Confer used, had entered th© left 
side, above the heart, and lodged 
in the ldfit. lung. The physician did 
not think the man in a serious con­ 
dition, since his puls© wag fairly 
good, at that time.

“Old age” is a variable term, for some people are old a t 70, 
some at 80, some at 90, and occasionally one lives to be IOO 
years old. 
Only a few years ago we heard the delightful 
Mrs. Big­ 
ger, who on her 100th birth anniversary stood on her door-step 
and recited to a gathering of school children who had come to 
honor her, a piece which she said she had learned when only 
seven years old. 
And today we have the valiant James Jeffries, 
who 
has 
just celebrated his 101st birthday. How full of good work at his 
cabinet bench he put in 
those 
years 
until 
recently. 
And 
God has blessed him with such good 
health 
that 
is 
still 
able to thank Him in His own house. 
Dr. James Martin Peebles, physician and author, lacking 
40 days of being IOO years old, died at his residence 
at 
Los 
Angeles, Cal., last Wednesday. 
Dr. Peebles not only wrote a book on “How' To Live a Cen­ 
tury and Grow Old Gracefully,” but made himself an example 
and* demonstrated his theories.. When Mrs. M. W\ Prugh of this 
city visited California, a couple of years ago, she had the pleasure 
of meeting Dr. Peebles. 
W hen he had passed his ninety-ninth 
birthday anniversary in March, 1921, he appeared to have all his 
bodily faculties almost unimpaired. 
He founded the California 
Centenarian Club of Los Angeles. 
This brings us to notice that the venerable Rev. Dr. P. C. 
Prugh, known through life to hundreds of our old citizens, was in 
his last years a member of this same celebrated Centenary Club. 
Long pastorates appear to have gone out of fashion in Xenia of 
late. 
But just before Lr. Yockey’s iecent long pastorate of the 
Reformed Church of this city, Dr. P. C. Prugh had been the pastor 
of that church for perhaps twenty years. Subsequently in coming 
here on his frequent visits he often came up to the Gazette office, 
when it was on Green street, and always told us the story of the 
hard time they had getting the horse up those steps to the ‘‘Fire­ 
man’s Hall” to auction off during the war. 
Dr. Prugh, after his residence here, lived for many years at 
Butler, Pa., but in the last few years of his life resided at Los 
Angeles. He lived to be 97. 
When health through life has been fairly good, up to four 
score years is often fairly well enjoyed, but after that is usually 
considered ‘‘borrowed time.” We think few aspire to IOO, for 
you recall that in Eel. 12:5 it speaks of that as the time when 
‘‘the grasshopper shall become a burden and 
desire 
fadeth.”

Mrs. H. S.: “Please tell me how to 
make the old-fashioned potato yeast. 
Can one start this with a yeast cake 
ag well as with fresh yeast?” 
Answer: 
Pare four potatoes and 
put them into a pot with 2 quarts of 
w ater and I 142 cup of hops. 
Now 
put I quart of ry« flour into another 
pan and when the potatoes are cook­ 
ed until tender, mash them right into 
this rye flour; then pour the boiling 
w ater from the hops (in which the 
potatoes were boiled also) through a 
sieve onto the potato and rye 
mix­ 
ture; stir well, then cool and when 
nearly cold add either I pint of light 
yeast or 2 dissolved in a little tepid 
water. 
Add I tablespoon of sugar 
and I teaspoon of salt. 
Put this in 
a large stone crock, uncorked, and do 
not fill the crock too full or it may 
run over. 
After two days, cork it.
